Hie proposes to Congress the adoption of a 
joint Resolution of both Houses, recommending 
to the several States an Amendment of the Con- 
stitution of the United States 

for what purposes? Is it to authorize and 
empower the Federal Government to abolish 
slavery, in any or in all of the States, in manner 
and form prescribed? No. By a careful exami- 
nation, it will be perceived that the proposed 
new Articles of the Constitution neither provide 
for, nor recognize, nor contemplate any such na- 
tional power. 





Instead of this, they only provide that an offer 
of Compensation, in the manner therein prescrib- 
ed, shall be made by the United States, to any 
slave State that shall abolish slavery, at any time | 
previous to Jan. 1, 1900 ; and also, that Congress 
may appropriate money and otherwise provide

But what shall we think of the grave proposal 
to amend the Constitution for the sake of making 


| provisions like these ? 


Does it require an Amendment of the Constitu- 
tion to anthorize such action on the part of our 
Government? Has it not power, already, to 
offer the proposed compensation to emancipating 
States? Has it not constitutional power to pro- 
vide for the colonization of free colored persons, 
with their own consent? for this is all that is now 
proposed. Why not provide, by an Act of Con- 
gress, for all that “ae pan” contemplates? If 


it be said that this has already been done—as, in 
| fact it has—what necessity is there for exchang- 


ing the enactment for a constitutional provision ? 
Is it intended, by the President, as an admission, 
that, without such an Amendment of the Consti- 
tution, the Federal Government has no right to 
compensate or to colonize? If so, we are neither 
inclined nor prepared to dissent. Such author- 
ity in the Constitution, we cannot clearly per- 
ceive. Ifitis not there, we hope it will not, 
without the gravest consideration, be conferred, 
by amendments. The power of a Government to 
assist in weakening the nation, by expatriating 
its own members, is, at least, a very questionable 
one, unless in case of famine. Its power to com- 
pensate “ one portion of its citizens” (as Jeffer- 
son calls them,*) for ceasing to kidnap and en- 
slave another portion of them, whom the govern- 
ment is bound to protect, is a still more question- 
able one. Its right and duty to protect all its 
citizens, subjects, inhabitants, we hold to be as 
self-evident as the truths of our Great National 
Declaration, as imperative as the Constitution, 
“ordained and established, by the people of the 
United States, to establish justice, and secure the

The plan, if adopted 
and confided in, by the Free States, would allay 
anti-slavery agitation, by illusive dreams of com. 
ing deliverance, through the action of the slave- 
holders themselves. And it would tie up their 
hands, and the hands of the Federal Government, 
from any future action against slavery. 

How would it work? Thirty-seven years more 
of the reign of the fugitive slave law, the abne- 
gation of personal liberty bills, the continued 
rule of the Dred Scott Judiciary, the abrogation, 
by the Supreme Court, in the pending case of 
Virginia versus New York, of the right of the 
Free States, to exclude slavery: thirty-seven 
years more of the absolute unbroken supremacy 
of the slaveholders—whether few or many—in 
the Councils and Legislative halls of the Nation ; 
and no provision for, or prospect of, its termination, 
even at the end of the thirty-seven years!

After vividly picturing the simili- 
tude of the two victims in the paroxysms aiten- 
dant on reeovery, the speaker said that while 
those who looked only with the senses, might find 
little reason for thanksgiving, his faith was that 
never in the 240 and more years, since this anni- 
versary begun, were there such deep and all-com- 
prehending causes as now. 

Rev. Dr Bellows preached from Acts 14: 
16,17. Ile said: 


“ The apostle had declared all nations one, and 
the uations were ruled by God. God ruled in his 
own good way, and had ruled through nearly 
nineteen centuries, gradually, though surely, to 
build all nations into one. And on this virgin 
soil of America he had begun his last and great- 
est work. Ilere in America—the speaker would 
not say the United States merely, was to be solved 
the great problem of Universal Liberty, Frater- 
nity and Equality, without regard to race, or 
color, or consanguinity. And now, in this test 
hour, this nation is deciding the fate, not only of 
herself, but of the civilized world as well; and 
her triumph would be the triumph of Liberty for 
all Europe. Europe, Asia and Africa, to the 
number of four millions of slaves, were all repre- 
sented on this continent, and they were all inte- 
rested in our destinies. They were equally chil- 
dren of the same God, They were of the same 
nature, and their destiny was identical. THistory, 
poetry, geography, commerce, the President and 
people of the United States, who had hurled a 
million soldiers against Secession, demanded that 
the Government shall not fail, and shall not fall. 
Negro Slavery, which was the accursed cause of 
the rebellion, had been suffered to take root in 
vur political institutions, and was the serpent 
which threatened our death. Should the nations 
of the earth say we should not grasp this yd 
Should three Kings murmur because the Presi- 
dent spilled the national blood and treasure, to 
save the nation’s life? The speaker would turn 
his eyes from Europe, and view home perils only, 
bidding monarchy remain a mute spectator. Slav- 
very had enjoyed virtual possession of the 
Government for eighty years. Slavery had 
sent young men to West Point with a hatred 
of everything free, a hatred of the North, 
and a hatred particularly of New-England. The 
South had educated her sons to politics and war- 
fare ; and when we went into the field, we found 
that we had not leaders, rendy-made. Leaders 
could not be made ina year. ‘The speaker would 
not underrate the formidable power of the South ; 
nevertheless, he could but view the institution 
upon which the leaders of the rebellion so much 
rely, ns being their weak point rather than their 
strength. He thought that this truth would be- 
come evident on the Ist of January, 1863, when 
the Chief Magistrate would paralyze and stiffen 
the black monster.” 


Rev. Frederick G. Clarke, in West 23d 
Street Presbyterian Church, preached from Proy. 
27:21. “The furnace for gold.” He said : 


« Our text serves us as a symbol of our national 
position. I know not what idea can so well re- 
present our condition, to-day, as that of gold in the 
fire. We seek a Thanksgiving theme, ank I take 
it out of our cireumstances: Gold ia the Fire, or 
our National Position. ' : ° : 

On the great question of the day, Mr. Clark 
said, our position reveals a gigantic struggle. The 
substance of the strife, as everybody knows. is 
Stavery. Settle this question, aud our battles 
end. Over this vast problem we are fighting the 
most desperate war the world ever saw. The 
questions to be decided are too profound for mor- 
tal solution. No man has yet risen up, to tell us 
what to do with this institution, or if once rid of 
it, what we shall do with the race thus emanci- 
pated ?” 
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| We would respectfully refer the preacher to 
Isaiah, 58th Chapter, for a solution of his difficult 
problem, particularly, at the 7th and Sth verses. | 

Speaking of slavery, the preacher said, 


It has become the most influential thing in the 
land, because the most profitable. We found it. 
first, a foundling, on our door stone. It grew u 
to rule the house. We baptized it and called it 
Christian, We canonized it and called it Saint. 
We deified it, and served it as God. God waited: 
but did not forget. If God is just, so huge a 
Wrong can never die a natural death. The day of 
reckoning has come. What we have been hearing, 
for a year, is only the rumbling of the world’s 
great clock, before it strikes the hour of God’s 
full time. God has taken this great question out 
of the hands of States and statesmen. and politi- 
cians. He decreed ‘hat it should not be adjusted : 
and this because he is just. We are powerless 
now, We can fight ond die, but we can decide 
nothing. Why did we not conguer at Bull Run ? 
Our Generabnever filed, before. Our supplies, 
our troops, our courage, were enough for victory

Rev. Henry Highland Garnet, in 
Shiloh Presb. Church, preached from 1 Sam. 15 
—14 to 22—the sparing of Agog by Saul. In 
the course of his discourse, the preacher said, of 
the rebels, 

They have had the effrontery to attempt to rear 
in this land an empire built upon the foundation 
of perpetual slavery, which they hoped would 
overshadow and stunt the growth of the glorious 
principles sown by the patriotic fathers of this 
Republic, and which were ripening into a perfec- 
tion of the grand ideas that illuminated their 
minds. But God be praised, one has been chosen, 
and anointed by the people, who is greater than 
Saul, and to him, it would seem, is committed the 
work of destroying the power that has occasioned 
our national woes. Ile is a King, according to 
the ancient idea of kingship—‘“he is an able man.”

If after tho 
First of next January, the lowing and bleating of 
the enemy's herds and flocks are heard in our 
camps, we shall meet the displeasure of the Al- 
mighty, and our gallant leader, whese name has 
hitherto been a tower of strength, may fall on 
the hights of some Gilboa, a victim to his forbear- 
ance. God hath said, “Behold, to obey is better 
than feacrifice, and to bearken, than the fat of 
rams. For rebellion is as the sin of witchcraft, 
and stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry.” 
With thankful hearts for the victories already 
won, let our prayers ascend to God, beseechin 
him to inspire our rulers wita the spirit of obedi- 
ence to his divine will ; and that the great proc- 
lamation may not only be fully executed, but 
that a greater triumph may be achieved—even 
the total abolition of slavery throughout the 
land. 

Mr. Garnet concluded by exhorting his breth- 
ren to continue in, and to cultivate, their loyalty 
to the Government, and their trust in God, and to 
be prepared for the new era which is dawning 
upon them.

The sympathy between the rebel slaveholders 
at Richmond, their pro-slavery partizans in New 
York, and the enemics of our Government in 
Europe, are all made sufficiently apparent by the 
following, which we extract froma leader Edi- 
torial of the Kelso. Chronicle of November 21, 
where it stands in connection with the then latest 
news from the army of McClellan 


“Much more important than the war news, how- 
ever, are the election reports from the North. A 
Democratic Governor, Mr. Seymour, has been 
elected for New York by an immense majority, * 
and of fifteen members of Congress sent by that 
State all are Demoeraty except one. When it is 
considered that the great poiut at issue between 
the two parties was the support or censure of Mr. 
Lincoln and his measures, and that these have 
been emphatically condemned by the men now 
elected, the result will be accepted as nothing less 
than a revolution, at least so far as the influence 
of the Empire State can extend. The conduct of 
the war, but especially the emancipation policy 
of the President, have been very freely criticised 
by the leading Demoerats, aud Mr. Fernando 
Wood has declared his conviction that “it is im- 
possible to couquer the South by military 
triumphs.” This is, in fact, the great principle 
of the party at the present moment, and the 
whole influence of New York and several other 
States will be hurled, apparently without merev, 
against the President’s recent war policy. It is 
confidently expected that some great change in 
the whole policy of the Republic is at hand, that 
Lincoln must either bend tu the blast or be swept 
away by it, and that not many months hence 
more peaceful counsels may prevail at the White 
House. The hope of preserving the Union has 
now almost vanished, and before long we may 
find Lincoln driven by the force of public opinion 
to adopt the now-famous formula, and say to the 
Confederate States, “Wayward sisters, depart in 
peace.” 

It has now been publicly stated that the French 
Emperor has laid a proposal for attempted medi- 
ation before the Governments both of Britain 
and Russia. The latter country received the 
matter coldly, while Earl Russell, on behalf of 
the former, expressed the greatest anxiety to 
mediate when it could be done with effect, but 
considered the time had not yet arrived. The de- 
cision expressed in the despatch of the noble 
Earl has been very generally ratified by the opin- 
ion of the nation.

ADMISSION OF A NEW SLAVE STATE! 

The N. Y. Tribune is earnestly urging the 
speedy admission of West Virginia, as a 
State, into the Union. It Rays : 

“The Senate, or Willey, bill provides, that, 
from and after the 4th day of March next, “the 
children of all slave (parents) born within the 
limita of the said State, who shall at the time 
aforesaid, be under the age of ten years, shall be 
free when they arrive at the ase of twenty-one 
years ; all slaves over ten and under twenty-one 
years, shall be free, when they arrive at the age 
of twenty-five years ; and no slave shall be per- 
mitted to come into the State for permauent res- 
idence therein.” This provision, of course, will 
place West Virginia among the Free States go 
soon as admitted.” 

A “free State” with Slavery? A “free State” 
with slaves? A “free State” with slaveholders ? 
From the Tribune's statement it does not ap- 
pear that any provision, at all, is made for the 
liberation, at any period, of slaves who are over 
twenty one years old. These are to be held as 
slaves for life! Yet the Tribune says this will 
“place West Virginia among the free States, as 
soon as admitted /” Et 

What is the use of statements like these ? 
According to the common course of things, West 
Virginia may remain a slave State, under such a 
Constitution, for fifty years to come. And all 
that time, the slaveholders of the State will, of 
course, control the State, however few in num- 
bers they may be. 

In the mean time, we should like to know 
what would prevent the sale of slaves in West 
Virginia, into other States; as the Tribune lately 
suggested as feasible in the case of Missouri !—c.

To-morrow, Gen. Viele, as Military Goveruor, 
will issue a proclamation and a writ of election, 
for a member of Congress from the Norfolk Dis- 
trict, comprising the Counties of Norfolk, Prin- 
cess Anne, Nansemond, and Isle of Wight, with 
the Cities of Norfolk and Portsmouth. A large 
vote will be polled, as the residents are anxious 
to save their property from the effects of the 
President's Proclamation, by conforming to its 
requirements, 

It is known that the Hon. Joseph Segar has 
succeeded in having his district, the Connties of 
Northampton, Accomac, Charles City, Elizabeth 
City, and Warwick, exempted by the President 
from the effect of his late Proclamation. 

A glance at the map will show that this Dis- 
trict includes the region occupied by the Freed-
